NEW MARKET LIKELY TO 
GO OVER TILL NEXT YEAR 
Alderman Asserts That Kleinworts

The city council last night  post- 
poned the consideration of the bylaw 
affecting Kleinwort’s agreement with 
the city, although ©. FP. Newell at- 
tended on behalf of the financial firm 
and asked that it should be disposed 
of at last night's meeting if possible, 
it already having been twice before 
the council, Pending the report of 
the special finance board, however, 
the matter was further adjourned, as 
also were other matters affecting he 
city finances. This course was fol- 
lowed in regard to the new market 
building and plans for power house 
extensions, despite the protest of Ald- 


erman Driscoll that these things were H 


more necessary than “great white 
ways," and of Alderman East who 
pointed out that in the case of | the 
power plant, it is merely a question 
of allowing the superintendent to go 
ahead with the preparation of his 
plans, because no money will have to 
he paid out this year, machinery or- 
ders having to be placed nearly twelve 
months in advance. 
Reituce Money Bylaw. 

Alterations to bylaw 510, which pro- 
vides for the raising of money for the 
construction of concrete sidewalks 
and paving were given the necessary 
readings and passed. This bylaw pro- 
vided for the raising of $2,510,478.45 
and the council approved the reduc- 
tion of the amount to $1,461,999.45. 
The amount for concrete sidewalks, 
amounting to $125,022.45 is not al- 
tered, the reduction taking place on 
the amount for paving which was re- 
duced from $2,385,456 to $1,336,977. 
The alteration of the bylaw is to bring 
it into agreement with the amount of 
debentures for these purposes in the 
sales to Kiginwort's. 

Delay Action. 


No action was taken, pending the 
report from the special finance board, 
on the report from the city commis- 


sioners re the protection of the 
power plant from flooding and the 
ordering of new machinery. Regard- 
ing the possibility of flooding the 
commissioners stated that it would 
tuke a very serious flood indeed to 
affect the operation of the power 
plant; that the pumping plant could 
be efficiently protected by the erec- 


tion of a concrete wall, at a compara- 
tively small expense around the build- 
ing, and that the filters were not like- 
ly to be affected unless by a very seri- 
ous flood. 

Extension Necessary, 

Regarding the proposed extensions 
at the plant which the commissioners 
stated would reduce the cost of power 
they now stated that R. A. Ross, con- 
sulting engineer of Montreal, had 
recommended a similar extension for 
Calgary practically along the sare 
lines. He pointed out that the ma- 
chinery should be ordered 12 months 
ahead and, seeing that no money 
would have to be found this year, he 
stated that it was of the utmost irm- 
portance that autho tion be given 
the commissioners | proceed with 
the securing of necer y data for the 
proposed extension, with the nor- 
mal development of tie city the pres- 
ent plant will be taxed to its utmost 
capacity by the end of 1914, 

Crying Need, 

“Thefe is a erying demand for 
power,” said Alderman East, ‘and we 
will not be able to meet the demand 
next year unless we tackle this now.”
